Beforé completing an epochal 
term and adjourning until next 
October, the tribunal overruled a 
government request that it refuse 
to review litigation challenging 
the constitutionality of such fi- 
nancing. 

By consenting to pass on the 
controversy, the court deferred a 
final verdict in the case until next 
fall, after arguments are heard. 

The Department of Justice con- 
tended this would postpone the 
employment of many thousands of 
men. Officials of the Public Works 
Administration declared the 
court’s action means that “at least 
another six months” will elapse 
before questions affecting the re- 
lease of $51,000,000 for 54 public 
power projects are settled. 

Specifically, the tribunal agreed 
to review a ruling by the United 
States court of appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, refusing to en- 
join the government from financ- 
ing seven municipal plants in Ala- 
bama and Iowa. The litigation was 
brought by the Alabama Power 
Company and the Iowa City Light 
and Power Company.

We face a challenge to the 
tr hg of the government to col- 
ect, uniformly, fairly and with- 
out discrimination, taxes based 
on statutes adopted by the cor- 
gress. 

Mr. Justice Holmes said “taxes 
are what we pay for civilized so- 
ciety.” Too many individuals, 
however, want the civilization at 
a discount. 

Methods of escape or intended 
escape from tax liability are 
many. Some _ are instances of 
avoidance which appear to have 
the color of legality; others are 
on the borderline of legality; 
others are plainly contrary even 
to the letter of the law. 


Alike in All Respects. 


All are alike in that they are 
definitely contrary to the spirit 
of the law. All are alike in 
that they represent a determined 
effort on the part. of those who 
use them to dodge the payment 
of taxes which congress based on 
ability to pay. All are alike in 
that failure to pay results in 
shifting the tax load to the 
shoulders of others less able to 
pay, and in mulcting the Treas- 
ury of the government’s just due. 

I commend to your attention 
the following letter from the 
secretary of the treasury: 

“The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Washington, May 29, 1937. 

“My Dear Mr. President: 

“As you know, the Treasury 
was surprised and disturbed by 
the failure of the receipts from 
the income tax on March 15 to 
measure up to the budget esti- 
mates. Therefore, we undertook 
an immediate investigation. Only 
a preliminary report can be made 
at this time, because the com- 
plete investigation covering all 
the income tax returns filed will 
require the balance of this year. 
Furthermore, since many of the 
returns of large manufacturing 
corporations have not yet been 
fled, the present report is con- 
fined almost wholly to data dis- 
closed by the individual tax re- 
turns, 

Serious Conditions Disclosed.

“1. The device of evading taxes 
by setting up foreign personal 
holding corporations in the Ba- 
hamas, Panama, Newfoundland 
and other places where taxes are 
low and corporation laws lax. 

“Americans have formed 64 
such companies in the Bahamas 
alone in 1935 and 1936, and 22 
more were organized by Ameri- 
cans in the Bahamas during the 
past two months. Panama and 
Newfoundland seem to be even 
more fertiile territory since their 
corporation laws make it more 
difficult to ascertain who the ac- 
tual stockholders are. Moreover, 
the stockholders have resorted to 
all manner of devices to prevent 
the acquisition of information re- 
garding their companies. . The 
companies are frequently organ- 
ized through foreign lawyers, 
with dummy incorporators and 
dummy directors, so that the 
names of the real parties in in- 
terest do not appear. 

Dodging the Collector 

“One American citizen with a 
$3,000,000 Bahamas corporation 
has apparently attempted to pre- 
vent the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue from catching up with him 
by filing his individual tax re- 
turns in successive years from 
towns in New Brunswick, British 
Columbia, and Jamaica. 

“Another individual believes 
that he has been so successful 
in removing his assets from the 
United States to the Bahamas 
that he is defying the treasury to 
collect a tax upon a $250,000 fee 
he has received; and by way of 
insult showed a large net loss on 
his personal return for 1936. In 
considerable part, the loss was 
due to the large deduction he 
claims for interest on a loan made 
to him by his personal holding 
company. But the man in ques- 
tion is no object of charity, for 
his personal holding company, or- 
ganized in Canada, had an income 
of over $1,500,000 from American 
dividends in 1936, though it has 
not yet filed a return. 

“Perhaps the most flagrant case 
of this character is that of a re- 
tired American army officer with 
a large income from valuable 
American securities which he de- 
sires to sell at a very large profit. 
To escape our income and inheri- 
tance tax laws, he used the device 
of becoming a naturalized Cana- 
dian citizen, and six days Jater 
organized four Bahamas corpora- 
tions to hold his securities. He 
and his lawyers apparently think 
that he can now sell his securi- 
ties free from any taxes on his 
profits, since there are no income 
taxes in the Bahamas, and that he 
has adroitly escaped American 
taxes. 

Insurance Company Dodge. 

2. The device of foreign insur- 
ance companies. 

Two New York insurance 
agents have caused the organiza- 
tion of insurance companies in 
the Bahamas with a view to en- 
abling taxpayers to secure spuri- 
ous deductions for interest 
through an ingenious scheme for 
the issuance of life insurance pol- 
icies. Americans who went into 
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the scheme purported to pay a 
large single premium for their 
policies, but immediately borrow- 
ed back practically the entire 
sum. Under the plan the s8- 
called policyholders sought to db- 
tain a large deduction for inter- 


est on this loan, although the fact: 


was that no interest was really 
paid. By this means five prom- 
inent Americans sought to evade 
nearly $550,000 in income taxes 
in the years 1932 to 1936. This 
fraud was discovered by the 
treasury’s investigators and ali of 
the taxpayers have now submit- 
ted offers to pay the full amount 
of taxes evaded, plus intrest. Un- 
til our investigation is completed 
we do not know how many sim- 
ilar companies may have been or- 
ganized in other countries, and 
utilized by our citizens; nor do 
we yet know whether this newly 
invented type of fraud has other 
ramifications. 

“3. The device of domestic 
personal holding companies. 

“The rates of tax applicable to 
personal holding companies were 
reduced in 1936 at the time of 
the enactment of the undistrib- 
uted profits tax. It was believed 
at that time that the combined 
rates of the two taxes would be 
sufficient to insure the distribu- 
tion of the entire incomes of these 
companies, and the consequent 
imposition of surtaxes upon their 
owners. This expectation has not 
been realized. 

Dodges $322,000 Tax. 

“Thus, the single stockholder 
of one large personal holding 
company saved himself $322,000 
by causing his company to dis- 
tribute none of its income to him. 

“In another case, a man and 
his wife saved $791,000 through 
the use of personal holding com- 
panies in 1936, 

“In a third case, the, personal 
holding company reported over 
$500,000 of net income, but the 
total taxes paid by the two stock- 
holders, husband and wife, were 
less than $60,000, due principally 
to credits for payments of in- 
debtedness the holding company 
prudently incurred in accumulat- 
ing properties for its owners. If 
the personal holding company 
had not been in existence, the 


‘stockholders would have paid 


over $200,000 additional income 


xes., 

“Another favorite device is to 
organize a considerable number 
of personal holding companies, 
not only for the sake of reducing 
the tax, but of increasing the 
Treasury’s difficulties in audit- 
ing transactions between compa- 
nies. At last accounts one man 
had caused to be set up some 96 
companies scattered all over the 
country. The other individuals 
were utilizing 23 personal hold- 
ing companies. . 

“4, The device of incorporating 
yachts and country estates. 

“Many wealthy taxpayers to- 
day are dodging the express pro- 
visions of the law denying de- 
ductions for personal expenses by 
incorporating their yachts or their 
country estates, turning over to 
the yacht or to the estate securi- 
ties yielding an income just suf- 
ficient to pay the entire expenses 
of operation. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in income taxes 
are annually avoided in this way. 


Private Yacht Company. 


“Thus, one man’s yacht is own- 
ed by his personal holding com- 
pany, along with three million 
dollars in securities. He rents the 
yacht from his company for a 
sum far less than the cost of up- 
keep, and the company uses its 
income from the securities to pay 
the wages of the captain and 
crew, the expenses of operating 
the yacht, and an annual depre- 
ciation allowance. None of these 
items would be deductible if this 
individual owned the yacht per- 
sonally. 

“A great many wealthy taxpay- 
ers are utilizing a similar ar- 
rangement for the operation of 
their country places and town 
houses. 

“One man has placed his five- 
million-dollar city residence in 
such a corporation; another his 


, racing stable whose losses last 


year were nearly $200,000. The 
tax savings he thus sought to 
obtain through the use of the 
holding company were $140,000. 

“One wealthy woman has im- 
proved on the general plan of 
evasion by causing her personal 
holding company, which owns 
her country place, to employ her 
husabnd at a salary to manage it. 
She can thereby supply him with 
pocket money, and in effect claim 
a tax deduction for the expense 
of maintaining him. 

“5. The device of artificial de- 
ductions for interest, losses, etc. 

“Taxpayers are seeking great- 
ly to reduce their personal in- 
come taxes by claming deductions 
for interest on loans to them by 
their personal holding companies, 
or on loans to them by their 
family trusts. These transactions 
normally have no business pur- 
pose, but are merely an artificial 
means of shifting income from 
one member of the family sub- 
ject to high surtax rates to an- 
other member of the family sub- 
ject to lower rates. 

Deducts Loan to Husband. 

“Thus, one woman claims a 
large annual deduction for inter- 
est on a loan made to her by her 
husband as trustee of a trust 
which she created for their chil- 
dren. The mother thereby seeks 
to secure a deduction for her con- 
tribution to the children’s sup- 
port, and since the trust is rev- 
ocable by her husband, the par- 
ents still have the desired control 
over the property and its income. 

“In the same category are 
losses deducted by taxpayers who 
claim that their racing stables or 
hobby farms were operated for 
profit, even though a profit is 
never realized. Thus, a promi- 
nent manufacturer seeks a deduc- 
tion of over $125,000 against his 
income from his business, on ac- 
count of his losses in operating a 
chicken farm. 

“6. The device of the creation 
of multiple trusts for relatives 
and dependents. : 

“Splitting income two ways, 
between husband and wife, re- 
duces income taxes and leaves the 
family income intact. Splitting the 
family income many ways by 
means of many trusts, all for the 


much greater saving, while leav- 
ing the money actually in the 
same hands. For the creator of 
the trust often constitutes himself 
or his wife as trustee, and thus 
retains full control over the in- 


‘“vestment and disposition of the 
fund itself and of its income. 


of four members of his immedi- 
ate family, and thereby claims to 
have saved them over $485,000 
in one year in taxes. 


Form 40 Trusts for Relatives. 


“Another thrifty pair have con- 
stituted 40 trusts for their rela- 
tives, and a prominent lawyer 
and his wife utilize 16 trusts for 
the same purpose. The first pair 
maintain numbered brokerage 
accounts, and only at the end of 
the year are the beneficial own- 
ers identified. In this way in- 
numberable transactions are car- 
ried on, often between accounts, 
which do not actually affect the 
beneficial interests of their own- 
ers, but which are designed sole- 
ly to reduce tax liability. 

“7, The device of husband and 
wife or father and children part- 
nerships. 

“The purpose of these partner- 
ships, like the multiple trusts, is 
to split the family income artifi- 
cially into two parts; or, if the 
children are taken in, into still 
smaller fractions. 

“There are many instances of 
this kind; but to illustrate the 
point it is sufficient to cite the 
case of a New York brokerage 
firm which late in 1935 admitted 
into partnership the four minor 
children, two boys and two girls, 
of one of the partners. The tax 
saving he sought thereby in 1936 
amount to over $50,000. 

“8. The device of pension 
trusts. 

“For 10 years the revenue acts 
have sought to encourage pen- 
sion trusts for aged employes by 
providing corporations with a 
special deduction on account of 
contributions thereto, and ex- 
empting the trust itself from tax. 
Recently this exemption has been 
twisted into a means of tax 
avoidance by the creation of 
pension trusts which include as 
beneficiaries only small groups 
of officers and directors who are 
in the high income brackets. In 
this fashion high-salaried offi- 
cers seek to provide themselves 
with generous retiring allow- 
ances, while at the same time the 
corporation claims a deduction 
therefor, in the hope that the 
fund may accumulate income 
free from. tax. 


Pension for Chief Owners. 


“Thus, in one case $43,000 is 
annually appropriated by the 
corporation to a pension trust 
for the benefit of its two chief 
owners. One of the co-owners 
will retire at the age of 65 with 
a monthly pension of $1,725, and 
the other will retire at 60 with 
a monthly pension of $1,425. 

“These eight types of tax 
avoidance are sufficent to show 
that there is a well-defined pur- 
pose and practice on the’*part. of 
some taxpayers to defeat the in- 
tent of congress to tax incomes 
in accordance with ability to pay. 
In some cases, the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue under existing 
law can establish a liability or 
indeed proceed on the ground of 
fraud; but many of these cases 
fall in the category of a legal, 
though highly immoral, avoid- 
ance of the intent of the law. It 
seems, therefore, that legislation 
should be passed at this session 
of the congress in order to*elim- 
inate these loopholes which our 
preliminary investigation has 
proved; and that as a result of 
the further - investigation this 
summer and autumn the next 
session of the congress should 
finally close any further loop- 
holes which may be discovered. 

“In addition to these cases of 
moral fraud, there are three oth- 
er major instances in which the 
law itself permits individuals 
and corporations to avoid their 
equitable share of the tax bur- 
den. 

“1. Percentage depletion. 

Glaring Loopholes. 

“This is perhaps the most glar- 
ing loophole in our present reve- 
nue law. Since 1928 large oil 
and mining corporations have 
been entitled to deduct from 5 
to 271-2 per cent of their gross 
income as an allowance for the 
depletion of ‘their mines or 
wells, and the deduction may be 
taken even though the cost of the 
property has been completely re- 
covered. Thus, in 1936, one min- 
ing company deducted nearly 
$3,000,000 under this provision, 
although it had already com- 
pletely recovered the cost of its 
property. The amount of the 
deduction was a sheer gift from 
the United States to this taxpay- 
er and its stockholders, and the 
revenue that we lost thereby was 
$818,000. Similar annual losses 
ef revenue in the cases of a few 
other typical companies are 
$584,000, $557,000, $512,000, 
$272,000, $267,000, $202,000 and 
$152,000. The estimated annual 
lass of revenue due to this source 
alone is about $75,000,000. I rec- 
ommended in 1933 that this pro- 
vision be eliminated but nothing 
was done at that time; and it has 
since remained unchanged. 

“2. The division of income be- 
tween husband and wife .in the 
eight community property states. 

Major Case of Loss. 

“This is another major cause of 
revenue loss, which is unjustifi- 
able because obtained at the ex- 
pense of taxpayers in the 40 
states which do not have commu- 
nity property laws. A New York 
resident with a salary of $100,000 
pays about $32,525 federal in- 
come tax; a Californian with the 
same salary may cause one-half 
to be reported by his wife and 
the federal income taxes payable 
by the two will be only $18,626. 
The total loss of revenue due to 
this unjustifiable discrimination 
against the residents of 40 states 
runs into the millions. 

“3. Taxation of nonresident 
aliens. 

“The 1936 act eliminated the 
requirement that a nonresident

Congress Is Indignant. 

Congress, as well as the Presi- 
dent, was plainly indignant. From 
every faction came quick state- 
ments of sympathy with the chief 
executive’s purpose and of deter- 
mination to end tax evasion. 

“What the facts set forth mean 
to me,” said the President, “is 
that we have reached another ma- 
jor difficulty in the maintenance 
of the normal processes of our 
government. 

“We are trying harder than ever 
before to relieve suffering and 
want, to protect the weak, to curb 
avarice, to prevent booms and 
depressions—and to balance the 
budget. 

“Attack Government.” 

“Taxation necessary to these 
ends is the foundation of sound 
governmental finance. When our 
legitimate revenues are attacked, 
the whole structure of our gov- 
ernment is attacked. ‘Clever lit- 
tle schemes’ (he quoted Secretary 
Morgenthau) are not admirable 
when they undermine the foun- 
dations of society.” 

Mr. Roosevelt asked that con- 
gress bear in mind a distinction 
between the action proposed and 
legislation revising the tax sched- 
ules. Recommendations to the 
latter end will be sent to con- 
gress shortly before the next ses- 
sion, he said. 

Harrison Asks Inquiry. 

Hardly had the President’s mes- 
sage been read than the investiga- 
tion resolutions were introduced 
by Chairman Harrison, Democrat, 
Mississippi, of the senate finance 
committee, and Chairman Dough- 
ton, Democrat, North Carolina, of 
the house ways and means com- 
mittee. 

Harrison asked immediate con- 
sideration and after brief debate, 
which brought from Senator 
Byrnes, Democrat, South Carolina, 
a statement, “publicity is going 
to stop evasions, even if we can’t 
legislate against them,” the res- 
olution was adopted. 

Senator Robinson, Democrat, 
Arkansas, the majority leader, told 
the senate the investigation pro- 
posed by Harrison was necessary, 
and might have to be supplement- 
ed later by a treasury investiga- 
tion. 

“It is impossible in a few weeks 
or a few months to prevent well 
trained legal minds from working 
out evasions,” he said, “but it may 
be possible to deal with the meth- 
ods that are known.” He predicted 
legislation very soon. 

U. S. Charters Urged. 

Senator O’Mahoney, Democrat, 
Wyoming, pointed out most of the 
evasions involved establishment of 
corporations. His bill to require 
corporations to obtain federal 
charters was the answer, he said. 

Robinson warmly indorsed that 
measure, asserting “we can not 
only require them to take out a 
federal license, but we can attach 
conditions: which will be a real 
assurance that the creatures of 
the government will not defy the 
government.” 

The majority leader spoke caus- 
tically of leading members of the 
bar saying they devise methods 
by which wealthy clients evade 
the spirit of the tax laws. Mr. 
Roosevelt spoke similarly in his 
message.

take-off. So, a hundred miles 
from the field. The announcer 
held me in cruel suspense, as to 
whether or not I actually was go- 
ing to get off safely. 

As the sun rose higher, the sea 
became hazy. A few fuzzy clouds 
sailed lazily beneath the silver 
wings of the ship. Fred Noonan 
was not enjoying the scenery as 
such, but spotting confirmations 
of the islands beneath us, and 
looking for lighthouses with- which 
to check our course and rate of 


speed. 

At 6:35 we sighted the great 
reef of the Bahama banks. At 
about 7 o’clock, Andros islands 
stretched out as a vivid green rug 
before our eyes. The fringe of 
that rug was formed by the vari- 
colored tendrils of the sea, reach- 
ing finger-like into the islands, 
some of them so green as to re- 
semble bright snakes wriggling in 
a new-found Garden of Eden. 

Beautiful Tropic Seas. 

The beauties of these tropic 
seas, as seen from the air, were 
in sharp contrast to the leaden 
dullness of the north Atlantic, and 
far reaches of the Pacific ocean, 
as I have seen them from aloft. 

My pencilled log records that 
off Andros we sighted a partly 
submerged wreck, mute testimony 
of a tragedy of long ago. Here, 
cumulous clouds piled high, their 
shadows floating across the pale 
waters. Flying at a thousand 
feet, we sneaked beneath some 
these cloud fayers, and soon 
emerged again into brilliant sun- 
shine. 

By mid-morning, Noonan esti- 
mated that we would reach San 
Juan by 10 past 10 o'clock. I 
remember a few days ago when 
we flew across some 400 miles of 
the Gulf of Mexico, from New 
Orleans towards Florida, then, 
while we were still far from land, 
he predicted we would sight 
Tampa at 12:10 o’clock. Actually 
we made our land-fall one min- 
ute earlier. So I have come to 
have implicit faith in Noonan’s 
power of navigational divinations.

trustee. The petitioning bondhold- 
ers were listed as Samuel C.

Cox, Monroe, $1,000; R. J. Taylor, 
Macon, $21,000; R. J. Taylor Com- 
pany, Macon, $9,000; Mrs. W. P. 
Stevens, Macon, $5,000; R. J. Tay- 
lor Jr., Atlanta, $4,000; Mrs. Frank 
Peeples. Macon, $5,000, and 
George S. Jones, as trusttee, Ma- 
con, $15,000. 

The pétition of these bondhold- 
ers alleged it was the purpose of 
the bondholders’ protective com- 
mittee “ ... to completely wreck 
and destroy the college as an edu- 
cational institution.” 

Petition’s Contentions. 

The petition said E. K. Hager-

| TO BE INSTALLED 


‘Crash-Proof’ Crossing Will 


Be at Swainsboro. 
SWAINSBORO, Ga., June 1.— 
State approval has been given, and 
only the approval of the federal 
bureau of roads is needed for in- 


stallation of a new-type ‘“crash- 
proof” auto-stop at the United 
States Highway No. 1 railroad 
crossing here. 

Georgia, it is stated, is the llth 
state to employ this means of ac- 
cident prevention at railroad 
crossings.

SALES LEAP NOTED 
IN FERTILIZER TAGS

Total sales last year were 684,522 
toms of fertilizer, against 828,563 
tons through May this year.

THE CLASSIFICATION AMENDMENT 

None ‘of the 26 amendments to be voted 
upon in the election next week is of more vital 
importance to the future welfare of the state 
government than the one authorizing the gen- 
eral assembly to classify property for taxing 
purposes. 

Such a change in the state system of taxa- 
tion will manifestly be to the advantage of 
every taxpayer in the state. 

Reduced to the simplest terms, the ques- 
tion is whether Georgia shall continue to tax 
all forms of property, real and personal, tan- 
gible and intangible, at the same rate, or per- 
mit the general assembly to define a number of 
classes of property and apply to each class such 
a rate as would at once be fair and produc- 
tive of revenue to the state. 

Much of the opposition to such a course in 
the past has come from farmers, who have 
mistakenly felt that the tax rates under classi- 
fication woud remain high for real property 
while a low rate would be applied to such prop- 
erty as stocks and bonds. This, it has been 
contended, would be unfair to the farming in- 
terests. 

The fact is that under the present system 
intangible forms of property do not actually 
pay any taxes worth mentioning, the reason 
being that the rates under our uniform sys- 
tem are so high as to lead the owners of in- 
tangibles to register them in other states or to 
conceal them from the tax collector. Naturally, 
stocks, bonds, mortgages and money are easily 
hidden. 

It was pointed out in 1929 by Professor Lutz, 
of Princeton, who made a study of the Georgia 
tax problem, that whereas intangibles were at 
that time believed to be about equal in value 
to the other forms of property, they were re- 
turned at 1.3 per cent of value, making up only 
$46,000,000 of the total of more than a billion 
of assessed values for that year. It is clear, 
‘ therefore, that intangibles could have paid only 
a very small part of the taxes collected. 

Unquestionably, a low rate upon property 
easily concealed will induce the owners to de- 
clare it for taxation. The constitutional amend- 
ment would relieve owners of fear that once 
the property was confessed, a higher rate might 
be imposed. 

Georgia has a striking example in Virginia’ s 
experience. A very low rate yielded the state 
more than $5,000,000 in revenue in 1928. This 
was much more than the total revenue re- 
ceived by the state of Georgia from all varie- 
ties of property, including real estate. Al- 
though depression has brought about a decline 
of revenue from intangibles, the present yield 
being about $3,000,000, Virginia still receives 
many times as much revenue from a low rate 
as we do in Georgia from a high rate. 

It will be clearly to the advantage of every 
class of taxpayers for the classification amend- 
ment to be adopted. 


~ THE JUVENILE DETENTION HOME 

The official opening of Fulton county’s new 
juvenile detention home is to stake place this 
week. Citizens are invited to inspect the fine 
new building on Central avenue, at the rear of 
the courthouse, during the announced “open 
house” hours on Saturday. 

For many years Fulton county has enjoyed 
the services of a juvenile court judge, Garland 
M. Watkins, whose ability as an advisor and 
friend of young people has gained him national 
reputation. 

The county has lacked a place of detention 
for the wards of the juvenile court fit for such 
use. Now, with the new $140,000 home com- 
plete, the ability of the judge may find reflec- 
tion in the circumstances under which his 
wards are confined. 

That it is ever necessary to keep boys and 
girls behind steel bars is one of society’s worst 
tragedies. Youth and freedom should be 
synonymous and locked doors and barred win- 
dows should be undreamed in the experiences 
of children. 

Yet, under life as it 1s lived today, with hu- 
manity, even juvenile humanity, so imperfect, 
it is inevitable that society must provide means 
of restraint for some of her children. Some 
must be kept where they cannot harm others 
and some must be protected from the moral and 
physical dangers of the streets. To some the 
bars are a prison, to some a protection. 

The old detention home was a disgrace to 
the community. Archaic, dilapidated, insani- 
tary, detention in it was probably a greater 
crime against the child than any he could com- 
mit against society.

The Federal Reserve Bank in its review of 
business and industry in the sixth district for 
April, reveals that department stores in the 
district set a new high record in total sales for 
“any April since 1927.

The 
record of sales reveals they are today, as a 
whole, financially able to gratify their desires. 

Growing bank clearings provide probably 
the surest index to the swelling volume of 
business. Modern business inscribes the record 
of its activity on its checks and the strength of 
commercial affairs may be accurately gauged 
by plumbing the flow of credits and debits 
through the banks. 

In days of prosperity modern man is quick 
to realize the increased human efficiency and 
the greater enjoyment of life Shat comes with 
possession of an automobile. Tag sales show 
many more cars are owned in Georgia today 
than ever before. They cannot be purchased 
on faith alone. The fact they are here is com- 
pelling testimony that Georgians are better off. 
The days of the Hoovercart have long since 
faded into history. 

The wheels of industry in Georgia are spin- 
ning. The marts of retail trade are active and 
the windows of the bank tellers witness ever 
lengthening queues of depositors. From every

THE “LITTLE DEMOCRACIES” 


(From the Asheville Citizen-Times) 

Significantly, it is the “little democracies” of 
Europe that are striking the sternest blows at the 
century’s most virulent hybrid growth—Fascism. 
Last Wednesday’s national election in The Nether- 
lands, disastrous to the incipient National Social- 
ists, was but another incident in the growing dis- 
inclination of the smaller powers to accept Fas- 
cism in any shape or form. 

Resistirig a pro-Reich army bloc last October, 
Finland’s President Sviuhufud installed the liberal 
Kyosti Kallio as prime minister. He in turn chose 
Finland’s representative to the League of Nations, 
Holstoi, as foreign minister. The new cabinet of 
Agrarians, Social Democrats and Progressives then 
backed him in forging the first link in a Baltic 
entente, to consist ultimately of Poland, Finland, 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania. Dominated by 
Holstoi, who is apprehensive of Germany, concil- 
iatory if not friendly to Soviet Russia, the Baltic 
bloc will pursue a middle course. 

In Belgium two months ago liberal Premier 
Van Zeeland successfully withstood’ a test at the 
polls against the ycung Rexist DeGrelle. The 
Rexists, stepchildren of the Wilhelmstrasse, were 
in fact so soundly beaten they may never re- 
emerge.

Economic Outlook Good. 


On the whole then almost every- 
body seems agreed that a consid- 
erable improvement has come 
about in the general economic sit- 
uation in the course of the pres- 
ent administration, although there 
remains many a bad spot to clear 
up. People realize that we have 
passed through a very criti- 
cal period, but not all are con- 
vinced that we are definitely out 
of the woods. In fact, several 
eminent observers believe that we 
are now in the midst of a pause, 
that we are enjoying a breathing 
spell, as it were, and that this is 
but the beginning of a reconstruc- 
tion period which will extend over 
several decades. I incline to that 
view, myself. 

There can be no definite and 
permanent stability, in fact, so 
long as the European situation re- 
mains as tense and as fraught with 
danger as it is at present. The 
expansionistic urge, due to satia- 
tion of the home markets, is grow- 
ing stronger day by day in coun- 
tries like Germany, Japan and 
Italy, to name but the chief 
amongst the so-called “have-nots.” 
Conflicts become inevitable in 
these circumstances unless, in a 
burst of generosity, the states 
which have a surplus of territory 
and raw materials should decide 
to share up their possessions with 
the down-and-outs. 

I am afraid that this is a little 
too much to expect. And, even 
so, if that should come about, how 
long will those expansionists re- 
main satisfied? There are peoples 
being taught today that their des- 
tiny is to rule the world, that they 
have a historic role to perform in 
subjugating others and imposing 


j|their own will and domination on 


the rest of mankind. Strengthen- 
ing the economic status of any 
state whose leaders have this. ti-* 
tanic vision involves,. therefore, a 
It orey eggs 
them on, so to speak, in. their 
domineering ambitions. 

That, fundamentally, is the great 
dilemma before which the world 
stands today. So long as the ap- 
petite for land and markets on the 
part of the “have-nots” is not sat- 
isfied, wq, remain in this state of 
apprehensive expectancy. Every- 
body feels that the present state 
of affairs is not an enduring one, 


that we are slowly but inexorably

I believe every tooth that ren- 
ders good service, whether it is 
one’s own or one made by one’s 
dentor, is worth at least a thou- 
sand dollars. As a juror I would 


of a thousand -dollars coOmpensa- 
tion for the loss of a tooth in any 
circumstance. This nothwithstand- 
ing that I think it is silly to brush 
one’s teeth or to use any kind of 
dentrifice in the care of the teeth. 
People aré gullible about this. 
There is only one way to keep 
the teeth clean, free from tartar 
or other harmful deposits and 
free from destructive dé@cay, and 
that is by going to one’s dentor 
at regular intervals for cleaning, 
polishing, filling of any slight cav- 
ities, or wha 
treatment the dentor deems advis- 
able. Of course nutrition is an 
even more important factor than 
the regular inspection and chre 
by the’ dentor, but we can’t go 
into that here. 

Mr. G., aged 45, in perfect 
health, was advised to have a 
tcoth extracted because his dentor 
did not like the looks of the X- 
ray film. His dentor referred him 
to a colleague who makes _ the 
ionization test for focal infection. 
This other dentor saw a. badly 
broken down tooth crown, an X- 
ray film that showed no definite 
sign of infection about the root, 


filling. The tooth had never giv- 
en any discomfort. ‘The dentor 
administered 30 mams (milliam- 
pere minutes—that is, say three 
milliamperes of galvanic elertric- 
ity for 10 minutes, with iodin. ap- 
plied to gum over the area of the 
root, as in the technique many 
good dentors use in the treatment 
of pyorrhea and other infertions 
about, the teeth or gums). Within 
24 hours the patient complained 
of painful twinges in his back and 
shoulder, such as he had never 
experienced before. These twinges 
disappeared -within another 24 
hours. The dentor concluded from 
this reaction that the tooth was 
infected and a potential source of 
focal infection, and advised ex- 
traction. 

Now that, I believe, is good 
medicine, I call that dental con- 
sultant a doctor. 

Here is a method whereby any 
good dentor may not only test 
‘or. focal infection but also ad- 
minister excellent treatment in 
many such cases. The same meth- 
od is now’ being used as a clin- 


lical test of focal infection in ton- 


sil cases—that is, to.decide wheth- 
er silent septic foci in or around 
the tonsils are responsible for 
systemic conditions with which 


the patient suffers.

Van Devanter To Go to

WASHINGTON, June 1.—(?)— 
Associate Justice Willis Van De- 
vanter folded the silk robes of his 
high office for the last time today, 
bade official farewell to his asso- 
ciates and became the first mem- 
ber of the supreme court ever to 
retire. All others who quit the 
bench resigned.

Grandson of One of Foun- 
ers of City Succumbs to 
Long Illness. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., June 
1.—Frank ‘T. Pentecost, 78, for- 
mer banker and city councilman, 
and one of the most widely 
known men in this section, died at 
noon td@ay at his home here after 
an illness of more than a year.

ernment to collect taxes, to in- 
vestigate fully all questionable 
cases, to prosecute where wrong 
has been done, and to make rec- 
ommendations for closing loop- 
holes.. Third, it is the duty: of 
the courts to give full consid- 
eration to the intent of the con- 
gress in passing tax laws and to 
give full consideration to all evi- 
dence which points to an objec- 
tive of evasion on the part. of the 
taxpayer. 


Unethical Law Avoidance. 

Very definitely, the issue im- 
mediately before us is the single 
one relating to the evasion or un- 
ethical avoidance of existing 
laws. That should be kept clear- 
ly in mind by the congress and 
the public. Already efforts to 
befog this issue appear. Already 
certain newspaper publishers are 
seeking to make it appear—tfirst, 
that if an individual can devise 
unanticipated methods to avoid 
taxes which the congress intend- 
ed him toepay, he is doing noth- 
ing unpatriotic or unethical; and 
second, that because certain in- 
dividuals do not approve of high 
income tax brackets, or the un- 
distributed earnings tax, or the 
capital gains tax, the first duty 
of the congress should be the re- 
peal or reduction of those taxes. 
In other words, not one but many 
red herrings are in preparation. 

But it seems to me that the 
first duty of the congress is to 
empower the government to stop 
these evil practices, and that leg- 
islation to this end should not be 
confused with legislation to re- 
vise tax schedules. That is a 
wholly different -subject. 

In regard to that subject, I 
have already. suggested to the 
congress that at this session there 
should be no new, taxes and no 
changes of rates. And I have 
indicated to the congress that the 
Treasury will be prepared by next 
November to present to the ap- 
propriate committees information 
on the basis of which the con- 
gress may, if it chooses, under- 
take revisions of the tax struc- 
ture. 

Glaring Evasion of Laws. 

The long-term problem of tax 
policy is wholly separate from 
the immediate problem of glar- 
ing evasion and avoidance of ex- 
isting law. 

In this immediate problem the 
decency of American morals is 
involved. 

The example of successful tax 
dodging by a minority of yery 
rich individuals breeds efforts by 
other people to dodge other laws 
as well as tax laws. 

It is also a matter of deep re- 
gret to know that lawyers of high 
standing at the bar not only have 
advised and are advising their 
clients to utilize tax avoidance 
devices, but are actively using 
these devices in their own per- 
sonal affairs. We hear too often 
from lawyers, as well as from 
their clients, the ‘sentiment “‘it is 
all right to do it if you can get 
away with it.” 

I am confident that the con- 
gress will wish to enact legisla- 
tion at this session specifically 
and exclusively aimed at making 
the present tax structure evasion- 
proof. ae 

I am confident also that the 
congress will give to the Treasry: 
all authority necessary to ex | 
and complete the present pre- 
liminary investigation, including, 
of course, full authority to sum- 
mon witnesses and compel their 
testimony. The ramifications and 
the geographical scope of a com- 
plete investigation make it nec- 
essary to utilize every power of 
government which can contribute 
to the end desired. |

“Thus, one American woman 
who married an Englishman had 
an income from this country in 
1935 of nearly $300,000. Her tax 
for 1936 will, therefore, be ap- 
proximately $30,000 as against 
over $160,000 under the prior law. 

Effect of 1936 Law. 

“Another American woman 
who married a Frenchman has an 
income of over $150,000 from 
American trusts, on which she 
paid a tax of about $55,000 in 
1935. Her tax is reduced to about 
$15,000 by the 1936 law. Though 
the tightening of the withholding 
provisions in 1936 will tend to 
insure more revenue from non- 
resident aliens in the lower in- 
come brackets, the present taxing 
provisions are not satisfactory 
as applied to nonresident aliens 
with incomes in the higher brack- 
ets. 

“The problem of tax avoidance 
isnot new. The congress devot- 
ed particular attention to it in 
1933 and 1934, and by legislation 
effectively put a stop to many 
evasive devices discovered then 
as having been in use. The prac- 
tice outlined above can and 
should be stopped in the same 
way. 

“In conclusion, I have two ob- 
servations to make from the evi- 
dence before me. In the first 
place, the instances I have given 
above are disclosed by a quick 
check of comparatively few in-| 
dividual returns As I have said 
before, most of the large  cor- 
poration returns have not yet 
been filed. The general audit of 
1936 returns is just beginning. 
Nevertheless, it is likely that the 
cases I have digested above are 
symptomatic of a large number 
of others, which will be disclosed 
by the usual careful audit. 

Most Returns Honest, 


“In the second place, the ordi- 
nary salaried man and the small 
merchant do not resort to these 
or similar devices. The great bulk 
of our 5,500,000 returns are hon- 
estly made. Legalized avoidance 
or evasion by the so-called lead- 
ers of the business community 
is not only demoralizing to the 
revenues; it is demoralizing to 
those who practice it as well. It 
throws an additional burden of 
taxation upon the other members 
of the community who are less 
able to bear it, and who &re al- 
ready cheerfully bearing their 
fair share. The success of our 
revenue system depends equally 
upon fair administration by the 
Treasury, and upon completely 
honest returns by the taxpayer. 

“The digclosures are so serious 
that I recommend that authority 
be given to the Treasury Depart- 
ment with an adequate appropri- 
ation in order that a complete 
and immediate investigation may 
be conducted. The cost of such 
an investigation will be returned

When the warden ar- 
rived, Beard had released Arnold, 
who said later he had hidden the 
key to the door opening into the 
yard. 

Since arriving at the prison 
April 29, Beard has maintained he 
will “miss the electric chair.” Pre- 
viously yesterday, Beafd’s attor- 
ney made a plea for a 30-day re- 
prieve before Governor James E.

Difficult Task Ably Carried Out 
In Federal Theater Presentation 


By RALPH T. JONES. 

The Atlanta Federal theater un- 
dertook last night one of the most 
difficult tasks the stage offers. 
They took a play with a theme 
and handling that depends almost 
entirely on an ethereal sort of 
study of humanity and created a 
really interesting, likeable evening 
of entertainment. 

It was the first production, any- 
where, of “One More Spring,” cre- 
ated from the novel by Robert Na- 
than by Lulie Hard McKinley. Na- 
than, who was in the audience, 
having come from New York for 
the world premiere, explained a 
natural nervousness by revealing 
it was the first time any brain 
child of his had reached the living 
stage. The same story, of course, 
has been made into a screen play. 

The story is familiar. It deals 
with a bankrupt dealer-in an- 
tiques a would-be coricert violin- 
ist and a’street walker, all penni- 
less and homeless, who make a 
home out of a toolshed in Central 
Park, New York. The time, of 
course, was that winter when the 
depression reached its uttermost 
depths, when breadlines stretched 
for miles and when banks were 
failing on every hand. 

The play was staged by Roy 
Elkins, who also enacted one of 
the principal roles, that of the 


antique dealer, with understand- 


ing and charm, as well as with 
that expert tempo and deft touch 
which set the mood for the entire 
performance. Evelyn Edens ‘was 
the girl and Gilbert Maxwell the 
musician. The girl was true to 
life, with no false sentimentality 
to spoil the character, while Max- 
well’s musician was just as erratic 
and temperamental as such a man, 
n — a situation, should logical- 
y be. 

The staging was magnificent. 
That one scene of the toolhouse 
in the park could not have been 
bettered. There are, in the cast, 
several score performers, gathered 
from the Federal theater forces of 
Atlanta, Birmingham and New 
York and, as in the recent “Altars 
of Steel” every role, down to the 
smallest bit, was. presented with 
professional polish. . 

There are only two criticisms. 
Some of the sound effects, off 
stage, are puzzling. It required 
careful attention to situation and 
lines to be sure whether the noise 
represented thunder, the roll of 
distant traffic or the noise of ani- 
mals in the near-by zoo. ,

One-Man War Against Entire Army 
Advancing Here for ‘Real Lawyer’ 


Nothing less than a senate in- 
vestigation or delivery of his com- 
plaint at the door of the White 
House now will satisfy Phillip A. 
Baumgartner, fly in the ointment 
of the CCC and the military by 
virtue of his hunger - striking, 
beard-raising propensities. 

Baumgartner left Chattanooga 
Monday night, turned up at the 
home of a sister in Dalton yester- 
day morning and summarily an- 
nounced a one-man campaign to 
down the United States army. 

Investigation Opened. 

Shortly after advices of Baum- 
gartner’s announced course came 
word from Fort Oglethorpe, where 
he worked as a CCC clerk, that 
Colonel Charles Patterson, Atlanta, 
fourth corps area inspector, had 
opened an investigation yesterday 
of “working conditions among 
post civilian employes.” 

Colonel Patterson said he was 
not at Fort Oglethorpe to investi- 


gate Baumgartner’s complaints, 
who now is in the 17th day of his 


hunger and shaving strike. The 
officer said, however, that if 
Baumgartner wishes to enter for- 
mal charges.or given evidence re- 
garding conditions among em- 
ployes “it is part of my job to 
hear and investigate his charges.” 
Fired by Moseley.

Secrecy Surrounds Moves. 

A contract was signed, under 
date of April 17, 1874, by which 
the Weehawken yards passed into 
control of the Standard in return 
for the latter’s pledge to ship 50 
per cent of the products of its 
western refineries over the Erie. 
The agreement gave Rockefeller 
wonderful advantages. 

With preferential treatment thus 
assured, Rockefeller and Flagler 
now determined upon a bold, 
monopolistic move. They decided 
to take in the men they could use, 
eliminate the rest. 

At Saratoga Springs in August, 
1874, Rockefeller and Flagler met, 


won a recruit of outstanding 
ability. 

Soon after he had increased his 
capitalization, John D. announced 
that all refiners would be wel- 
comed into the Central Associa- 
tion provided they would lease 
their plants for a definite period 
and subscribe to stock. The re- 
finer could continue manufactur- 
ing as an independent entity but 
(here was the catch) he must del- 
egate to the executive committee 
of the association (that is, John 
D.) irrevocable authority to pur- 
chase crude oil, sell refined, allot 
the amount to be manufactured 
by each member of the pool and 
to negotiate for rates with the
